crease in the rates on first class 
mail will be recommended to the 
next session of congress by the 
postoffice department, Postmaster 
General Brown said in an address 
here last night before the conven- 
tion of the National Association of 
Postmasters. 


Mr. Brown reviewed the history 


of the postal service and the exist- 
ence during most of the last half a 
century of deficits in its opera- 
tions. Allowance now has been 
made for non-postal services, such 
as handling government 
business, 


he pointed out, but added that an 
increased income is needed to wipe 
out losses in postal operations. 


The present letter 2-cent rate, he 


said, was adopted in 1885. Two 
cents in that year corresponds - in 
commodity value to 3% cents now 
and in wages to 7 cents, he said. 
He indicated that an 
increase of 


letter postage to 2 '£ cents would 
end the postoffice deficit.

1880 - 193O 


The Last Frontier 


The crudities of the village that 


was the Prairie Capital, in its first 
decade were not peculiar to it. 
They were common _to all the 
towns of that region, and indeed, 
to most of the towns and cities of 
the country 
In older and richer 


communities there was more dis- 
play of wealth and luxury, mostly 
in food, clothing, and a ginger- 
bread architecture. But no wealth 
could buy and no poverty withhold 
those services and conveniences to- 
day so indispensable. They simply 
did not exist. 


In the case of Lincoln and the 


trans-Missouri region in which it 
lay, there were special reasons for 
the crudities of life. This was the 
last frontier. Its life was one of 
deprivation, hardship, pnd make- 
shift. It was wholly in character 
for frontier homes and towns to 
be merely shelters from sun and 
storjn. There was no time, even if 
there had been money, to spend 
on anything but the essentials of 
life. The pioneer is an individual- 
ist. Save in moments of common 
danger he works badly with neigh- 
bors. A community sense and a 
community spirit is about the last 
to develop in a frontier town Until 
it did develop the towns were pretty 
much everywhere what Lincoln was. 


There were reasons peculiar to 


the capital for the character of its 
growth. It was a fiat town. When 
Nebraska became a state, the rival- 
ries of its older settlements had 
forced the location of the new cap- 
ital upon a <remote site, difficult 
to get to. and with almost no 
naturai or commercial advantages. 
Its growth had been amazing. It 
soon became itself a rival of the 
older rr.als. It had been built from 
nothinc by an act of the legisla- 
ture. Another act of the legislature 
relocat;nc the capital might reduce 
si again to nothing. Indeed the 
effcrfto do so had been made and 
had been defeated only by methods. 
some of wh:ch perhaps would not 
b?ar scrutiny. Its tenure was un- 
certain. Its title was or micht be 
clouded. It a* no wonder that it 
•was built with reference to the un- 
certainties of the future. 


But on that cay in 1830 when 


the Prairie Capital strutted a little 
in "he pnce of its 13.003 souls, many 
of these uncertainties had vanished.

The crudities of the village th at 
was the Prairie Capital, in its first 
decade 
were 
not 
peculiar 
to 
it.

com m unities there was more d is­ 
play of w ealth and luxury’, m ostly 
in

those services and conveniences to­ 
day so indispensable 
They sim ply 
did not exist. 
In the case of Lincoln and the 
trans-M issouri region in which it 
lay, there were special reasons for

T his was the 
last frontier. 
Its life was one of 
deprivation,

It was wholly in character 
for frontier hom es and tow ns to 
be m erely shelters from sun and 
storjn.

meeting here yesterday unanimous- 
ly adopted a resolution memorial- 
izing Governor Weaver to call a 
conference of the governors of the 
states drained by the Mississippi 
river and its tributaries. 
They suggested that the meeting 
be held in St. Louis, or some other 
central point, soon after the No- 
vember election, when a delegation 
could be sert to Washington to urge 
passage of the Sears bill or other 
measures providing for flood control 
by a series of reservoirs along the 
tributaries. 
The association f~r conservation 


and utilization of Nebraska water 
resources further resolved that the 
state should continue its research 
surveys to determine the most com- 
prehensive plans for saving wasted 
Nebraska waters. 
Sears Commended. 


Congressman Willis G. Sears was 


commended for legislation he spon- 
sored in congress. 
The association adopted a resolu- 
tion of condolence in the death of 
John J. Halligan of North Platte, 
"n recognition of his ability and 
earnestness in our cause." 
• 
The Twin Valley associaton, with 
a membership of commercial club 
executives, was also represented at 
the meeting. Speakers of the day 
were Prof. Clark Mickey of the 
' University of Nebraska, Carl Swan- 


son, 
president of the Twin Valley 
association, Samuel G. Porter, sec- 
retary of the Twin Valley associa- 
tion, C. W. McConaughy of Hol- 
drege, former Congressman Ashton 
C. Shallenberger, Congressman Fred 
G. Johnson of Hastings, and Con- 
gressman Willis G. Sears of Omaha.

Congressman Sears was the prin- 
cipal speaker. 
He devoted two 
hours to his discussion of his bill 
now pending before congress.

Difficulty Predicted if 


Demand is Made For 


Luxuries. 


NEW YORK ,Scpt 12—While the 


other leadinj: countries of the woilcl 
arc all suffering from serious unem- 
ployment, France has no idleness 
amom; her workers and is com- 
pelled to import labor from other 
countries. The economic condition 
thus seen on the surface, however, 
does not rank France as the most 
prospeious among the nations, be- 
:ause of the low wages paid. 


The Ficnch have developed con- 


tentment with small things. Almost 
everybody in 
France, 
from 
the 


higher officials down to the lowest 
ranks of unskilled labor, receives 
salaries far less than in the United 
S.ates and 
below standards in a 


number of European countries. Not 
only are the actual wages 
lower 


but their purchasing power is less 
than elsewhere. 


More Man Power Needed. 
It is possible, therefore, for France 
to overcome inefficiency in machin- 
ery by using more man-power, each 
worker being satisfied with what he 
gets. Prosperity is not stimulated to 
progress in terms of higher stand- 
ards of living by this means, but the 
French have evaded unemployment 
and are able to provide work for 
Italian and Polish laborers whose 
standards of living also are low. 


By means of cheap labor, France 


is coming back rapidly from the 
condition will continue as long as 
devastating effects of the war. This 
French workers 
remain 
satisfied 


with no improvement in 'their eco- 
nomic standards. The depreciation 
of the French currency and the re- 
pudiation of a large part of France's 
domestic obligations through

If such a move- 
ment were to develop strength, mod- 
ernized industrial methods 
would 


have to be introduced in the coun- 
try and France would be forced to 
adopt mass production, greatly ex- 
panding her dsmestic manufactur- 
ers.Very high skill in executive man- 
agement, however, is required for so 
vase a reorganization to be made et- 
fective. Whether France possesses 
the necessary competence is a ques- 
tion for the future.

Report Shows Gain 


In Apples. 


BOSTON. Sept

agriculture. 


During July the commercial ap- 


ple crop showed some improvement 
and the crop was eypected to total 
30,722,000 harrels compared with 29,- 
011,000 barrels harvested last year 
and 32.373,000 barrels the average 
production for the five years 1924- 
1928. 


In the western box apple states, 


the apple prospects improved ma- 
terially and to a lesser degree in 
the north Atlantic states. Very lit- 
tle change was noticed m the re- 
mainder of the country. 


In New England, August 1st, the 


commercial apple crop was 4.4 per 
cent more than the outlook a month 
previous. According "to forecasts, 
the production will reach 2,132,000 
barrels as compared with 1,868,000 
barrels harvested last year and 1.- 
897,000 barrels during the five year 
period 1924-1928. This prospect, was 
about 14 per cent greater than last 
year's harvest and 12 per cent above 
the five year-average. 
Vermont Prospect Li^ht. 


In Vermont the apple prospects 


were quite light compared with the 
other New England states. The 
Baldwin crop was expetced to be 
the largest in recent years. Pros- 
pects for Mclntosh and other va- 
rieties are materially above aver- 
age.In the principal barrel apple 
states outside New England, present 
conditions forecast a crop about 2 
per cent less than harvested last 
year and 15 per cent below the five 
year average.

For a Water and Light Board 


BY F. A. GOOD. 


"Water! Water!—The gift of Al- 


lah! Come buy sweet water! Water 
by which all men live! 


It comes to us that many towns 


and cities have a water problem 
and in seasons of drouth this sub- 
ject assumes a serious front page 
place ot interest by the populace. 


Now as relates to a solution: The 


average citizen has not. nor can he 
be expected to have, any adequate 
grasp of the situation or tcchnic of 
supply and distribution. It is a mat- 
ted that must be worked 
out by 


those who may specialize and con- 
centrate upon that particular prob- 
lem, 
who may 
appraise the re- 


sources at hand and then apply 
themselves to the task of making 
the best use of them. 


Lincoln has its own water prob- 


lem—the threat that some day the 
body of salt water underlying our 
present source of pure sweet water, 
may break through, owing to our 
reducing the balancing weight of 
fresh water above the known strata 
of salt water. In this event our 
water would, more or less quickly. 
become too salty for general use and 
would soon rust out our mains, pipes 
and fixtures. 


We have just passed through a 


prolonged seige 
of drouth 
and 


emerged without experiencing ser- 
ious results. The problem of supply 
has come very directly to the in- 
dividual consumer, and who is not, 
yet there is no possibility of ascer- 
taining what the composite idea of 
the populace might be as relates 
to the problem and if this might 
be done it would be of 
doubtful 


value. "So of necessity the question 
of the adequacy of our present-sup- 
ply, 
and the provision for the fu- 


ture, must be delegated to some 
man, or group of men, upon whom 
the city places a direct responsibil- 
ity.This statement paves the way for 
the urging of a water and light 
board, a board that assumes res- 
ponsibility for direction along the 
lines to be authorized by a revision 
of the city charter.. At present we 
have a water advisory board with- 
out authority, and without pay. A 
board that could hardly be expected 
to be more than a "yes, yes," board, 
nor do we wish to speak disparag- 
ingly of the board. The city owes 
them a debt of gratitude. But they 
are not men trained along the lines 
in which they are supposed to func- 
tion. 


It is evidenced, by repeated votes 


of the citizens, that confidence is 
reposed in Commissioner Schroeder. 
Mr. Schroeder has attained a well- 
ripened maturity in years; an age 
beyond which most men retire. We 
are filled hvith apprehension when 
we contemplate him suddenly fad- 
ing from the picture. His knowledge 
of our water system is as complete 
as it is absolute. There 
is none 


other who may step into his shoes, 
so to speak. In fact we would have 
a bare canvas, to be haltingly and 
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expensively filled in as best might 
some novice do. It 
should 
and 


would be a relief and a fine satis- 
faction to him to appreciate that 
his life work would be carried on 
without incident, or calamity, after 
his actual control of the water ser- 
vice were made a matter of satis- 
factory history. 


And so we plead lor a water and 


light boaro. Not a'laii,c board, and 
we opine that, three men "good and 
true" might be the right number. 
! Three men we feel would naturally 
delve deeper into, and feel more 
Individual responsibility than would 
a larger number. 


Mr. Frugal Citizen may object to 


either a salaried 
or a per diem 


board, but we here contemplate a 
matter having to do with e-^ry in- 
habitant and involving the expend- 
iture of millions of dolars of tribute 
money drawn from the more or less 
helpless taxpayer. 


Personally, we think this board 
should hae a per diem allowance 
of say $10. With a no salary or no 
per diem allowance, service on thid 
board would become prohibitive to 
four-fifths of our citizens and leave 
open for criticism the fact that only 
a small group of wealthy men 
would be eligible for the responsi- 
bilities pertaining to the 
water 


board. In fact, these men usually 
have large responsibilities elsewhere. 


Then we would ha e provision 


made for a maximum number of 
days of service: perhaps more gen- 
erous of days in the immediate, tyian 
in the remote future, 
for 
there 


would be a rather extended period 
of survey and research until such 
time as they may know "where we 
are at," a remedy prescribed, and 
a cure effected. 


A word as to the organization of 


this board. We incline to the idea 
that the mayor should nominate 
and the council confirm each mem- 
ber. Somehow we feel that the pub- 
lic at large could scarcely be ex- 
pected to fully advise themselves as 
to the suitability and capacity of 
men for this very important posi- 
tion. And again this board should 
be quite removed from politics. We 
would have terms established, con- 
templating six years of service. The 
new members serving for two, four, 
and six years respectiely. 


We read of water experts coming 


from Kansas City to 
indicate 


sources of supply 
Thp-° are not 


men having to do with, the Kansas 
City water situation, yet they are 
admittedly men of experience They 
had to do with the supply at Los 
Angeles; yet it is jokingly said that 
Mr. Hoover's • lone campaign prom- 
ise was to Los Angeles, and of an 
adequate water supply (see Boulder 
Dam project). 
"It is better to be safe than to 


be sorry." Let us hold in abeyance 
any bond submission, 
until 
such 


time as a competent water board 
may survey the entire situation and 
develop a plan m consonance with 
our existing resources a"nd necessi- 
ties.

Two Men Arc Arrested

OMAHA, Sept. 12—W)— The big- 


gest distillery ever uncovered here 
was found in a barn last night by 
a party of federal 
agents headed 


by Gen. W. D. McDowan, prohibi- 
tion administrator 
for Nebraska. 


Two operators, believed to be Chi- 
cago men. were arrested. 


The still, which agents estimated, 


possessed a daily capacity of from 
500 to 800 gallons, was found just 
aas it was about to go into produo 
tion. The two operators 
arrested 


gave the names of Steve Cash, alias 
Steve Cascio, and Tony Zental, both 
giving Omaha addresses. 


When the federal agents arrived 


at the "distillery," 
located on a 


farm near the western outskirts of 
the city, they advanced cautiously 
and deployed. Apparently warned 
of the

of the 
raiders, 


Cash and Zenatal broke from the 
barn and ran to the road. Federal 
Agent Claude Williams took 
after 


Cash and fired several shots before 
the Chicagoan halted a half block 
away.

tillery the operators had developed 
their, own water plant. 
Water was 


pumped by means 
of electricity 


through a pipe from Pappio creek. 
Five huge vats with a capacity of 
40,000 gallons

for 
whiskey 


mash, lined the walls. The machin- 
ery was muffled and all windows of 
the room were covered.

Carpet to Answer 
Violation Charges 


Independent 
merchants of Ne- 
braska are to be given a chance to 
air their grievances against chain 
merchandising systems before At- 
torney General C. A. Sorensen. 


Complying with .the reqeusts of 
many merchants. Soresnen 
said 
Friday morning that he would hold 
a tmblic hearing in Lincoln Mon- 
day-, September 29 to hear charges 
that the chain store organizations 
have been guilty of violating the 
anti-discrimination and restraint of 
trade laws. 
The most common complaint re- 


ceived at the attorney general's of- 
fice. Sorensen said, charges that 
chain grocery stores are selling 
various articles cheaper in one town 
than in another. 
Although he recently ruled that 


gasoline distributors could not be 
prosecuted for selling fuel cheaper 
in one citv than in another because 
of competitive rights. Sorensen said 
several sections of the statutes are 
broad in relation to the undersell- 
ing of general merchandise by any 
one corporation for the purpose of 
driving out competitors. 
Complaints have come from scat- 


tered parts of the state, he said, 
citing in particular one that came 
from Omaha through the office of 
the countv attorney and another 
presented by a state-wide organiza- 
tion of independent merchants.

THE GOOSE HANGS HIGH. 


When President Hoover, reluctantly we hope, gave 


his assent to },he most vicious and unpopular tariff 
bill ever prepared by a congress, he apologized for 
his action by saying its weaknesses and faults could 
he taken care of through the flexible provisions of 
the measure. 


If duties were too high they could be reduced 


through executive action upon the recommendation 
of the tariff commission, and likewise, if American 
products, particularly those from the farm, had not 
been given sufficient protection, action through the 
commission would remedy that evil.^ 


Before next Tuesday the president must complete 


his appointments to the tariff commission. At that 
time the 90-day period allowed the president by con- 
gress for his selection of the new personnel of the 
tariff commission will have expired. There are six 
men to be chosen. Mr. Hoover has already picked 
two — former Ambassador Henry P. Fletcher, of Penn- 
sylvania, a republican, as chairman, and Thomas 
Walker Page, of Virginia, a democrat, who was chair- 
man under the late Woodrow Wilson. In addition 
grapevine reports from Washington indicate Mr. 
Hoover is inclined to retain the services of two mem- 
bers of the present tariff commission — Edgar B. 
Brossard, of Utah, a republican, and Alfred P. Dennis, 
of Maryland, a democrat. 


* * * 


Of the four, constituting a majority of commission, 


and hence able to control its deliberations, not one 
can truly be said to be a representative of the agri- 
cultural interests of the United States. Three are 
from the Atlantic seaboard; one Is from Ulan, a state 
fairly divided between agriculture and industry, but 
whose farming operations have always made it a 
militant supporter of the policy of high protection. 
Reed Smoot, one of the two men whose names are 
attached to the tariff bill, represents Utah in. the 
United States senate, and through his long years of 
service has gained the reputation for 'unswerving de- 
votion to party regularity and devotion to the prin- 
ciple of high protection. It should not be forgotten 
that in the great progressive uprising of 1912 Utah 
was the one state in the union where standpatism 
triumphed, and the electoral votes of that common- 
wealth were the only support given to William How- 
ard Taft. So it is absurd to suggest the place allotted 
to Brossard in any way reflects a friendliness or in- 
terest in the Corn Belt. 


As for Fletcher, the chairman, he comes from the 


citadel of high protection— Pennsylvania. It is a fact 
known to everyone that the Mellons, the Vares, and 
Uncle Joe Grundy and all of the other leading 
apostles of high protection, have controlled Pennsyl- 
vania politics. For years Grundy has been the chief 
lobbyist of the tariff interests. For years Mellon has 
been one of the chief beneficiaries until today he is 
one of the richest men in the world. It is reasonable 
to assume that a substantial portion of his great for- 
tune has been accumulated through the help and 
assistance of the political- principle he has so vigor- 
ously espoused in national life. 


If the democrat. Alfred P. Dennis, of Maryland, has 


represented the liberal view of his party on tariff 
questions, the fact has escaped the vigilance of Wash- 
ington newspaper men. He is pictured as a high pro- 
tectionist, with views acceptable to the most ardent 
Grundyite. So Page alone of the four may be counted 
to reflect that liberal tariff outlook which so clearly 
characterized the commission in the early years of 
its existence. 
• • * 


So -the many millions of Americans, including out- 


standing business and industrial leaders, who have 
gazed with alarm and deep anxiety upon the spec- 
tacle of America, building a tariff wall around it of 
such proportions as to alienate and antagonize the 
entire world, may look with fresh dismay upon the 
tariff commission Mr. Hoover is selecting. 


Not a man from the Corn Belt among the first 


four selected. Three from the Atlantic seaboard, and 
one from Utah, if the two already picked, and the 
two slated by reports to be chosen, are f jnaJly ap- 
pointed. Only one of the four classed as a real 
liberal. 


Under Calvin Coolidgc there was much resentment 


against packinc the tariff commission with the stand- 
pat apostles of high protection, atr. Hoover is appar- 
ently hell-bent on going further than Mr. Coolidpe 
ever attempted to go. He has excluded the Middle 
West and the South, with it.< predominant interest in 
agriculture. In the face of his promise to correct the 
iniquities which he admitted were to be found in the 
Hawlcy-Smcot law. he has given us a commission to 
administer the flexible provision of the law. which is 
overwhelmingly industrial in its complexion. Surely 
the tariff barons of Pennsylvania arc looking ahead 
to a great day. The goose hangs high, and the poor 
deluded sons of Wild Jaciasscs, may case upon it 
hungrily but that is as close as they -will get, n Mr. 
Hoover really intended to smc-oth out the rough spots 
in a tariff 3aw, -a-hjrh violated every promise which 
he made, he has definitely shut the door to changes. 


TO IMPROVE TRAFFIC, 


Administration of traffic 'regulations is alwpys a 


difficult problem. It has been particularly so in .'Lin- 
coln where there has been an inadequate police force

requirement that a slow speed of driving be main- 
tained throughout the block. Such a method would 
be easier on drivers as It would avoid the difficulty 
of the stop. It would provide the major effect of the 
stop, getting the car under control, and it would 
provide a greater measure of safety by carrying the 
car under sure control through the children-filled 
area Instead of releasing it to its normal pace. 


THE JAIL SITUATION. 


People acquainted with conditions at the Lancaster 


county jail will be sadly disappointed upon learning 
that investigations of County Attorney Max Towle 
have convinced him that the commissioners cannot 
legally use $100,000 from the general fund for the 
purpose of erecting a new prison. The need of such 
edifice has been conspicuously apparent for at least 
three decades^ and the situation has become more 
acute as the years have passed. 


The health and the safety of inmates are |in 


jeopardy every moment they are confined in the 
ancient structure now in use, and a constant watch 
must be kept upon them in order that some desper- 
ate character may not saw and dig his way out, as 
many have done in the past. The worst features, 
however, are the unsanitary conditions and the fire 
hazard, both of which must seem unbelievable to 
those who have not made investigations. 


There will probably be no difficulty in having the 


legislature which assembles in January so amend the 
law as to allow the use of the money now on hand 
for the construction of the new building, especially 
should members of that body take the trouble to 
make an examination of the one now in use. It 
should not be necessary that a government unit 
be compelled to issue bonds for the purpose of mak- 
ing an improvement, when it already has the money 
on hand. 


One great disadvantage in being required to wait 


until the legislature has amended the law is that 
such course will prevent the county providing em- 
ployment for men just when such employment is 
most needed. If the commissioners could have gone 
ahead as they had contemplated, there would have 
been several months of work for a considerable num- 
ber of men ljust when it would .have done the most 
good. This idea must now be put aside, however, for 
under the circumstances it will be impossible to be- 
gin work until next spring or summer, even if suitable 
legislation should be enacted. 


Of course the jail should have been erected many 


years ago, but when it seemed probable that it was 
to be built this winter, it looked as though postpone- 
ment had been providential and that no more pro- 
pitious time could have been selected. IPerhaps the 
work will be just as badly needed when it finally is 
provided, but it is to be hoped that such is not the 
case.- • 


A TRIBUTE TO GOOD SPORTSMANSHIP. 


'>That the good wishes of all lovers of honest sport 
in this country are being extended to Sir Thomas 
Lipton and his yacht challenger, Shamrock V, in 
their forthcoming attempt to win back the famous 
America cup, which has been held in this country 
for 79 years against all competitors from .Great 
Britain, is a striking tribute to the man himself and 
evidence of real admiration and affection that the 
people of the United States feel for this sturdy Irish- 
man. 


Should Sir Thomas succeed in winning the series 


of races against the new defender, Enterprise, it 
will leave no feeling of bitterness on this side of the 
water. On the contrary, the American public will 
offer its sincere congratulations to the venerable tea 
merchant upon the final realization of his life am- 
bition. Four times before he has tried and failed, 
bringing across on each. occasion the finest vessel 
that British skill could produce to test the mettle 
of the best sailing craft our own engineers and 
builders were able to put together. And every time,, 
instead of offering alibis or expressing chagrin, 
Lipton acknowledged that the better ship had won. 


Now 'past 80 years of age, Sir Thomas is still as 


devoted to his yachting hobby as ever, and he is still 
the same "good sport" he always was. If his fifth 
Shamrock can "deliver the goods" nobody will be- 
grudge him the victory. While Americans would na- 
turally regret to lose the famous trophy after retain- 
ing it so long, there is no one to whom they would 
more willingly surrender it. 


It'was a thrilling event in 1851 when the little 


yacht America, entered in the- races at Cowes, 
England, against a number of fast British boats, 
distanced the whole fleet and captured the cup. Up 
to then, American sailorship had been held inferior 
to that of England. It remained for the gallant crew 
of the little challenger at Cowes to demonstrate that 
the mother country had a real rival in the art of 
racing navigation. The America finished so far ahead 
that when someone inquired: ""What's second," it 
brought the reply: "Nothing." 


Since then, fourteen British yachts have essayed 


at different times—an average of one every five 
years—to lift the America's cup, but none has ever 
succeeded. All these races have been sailed without 
any complaint being raised as to the fairness with 
which they were conducted. They have done a good 
deal to promote international good feeling between 
the two countries. Real sportsmen do not lose their 
regard for each other when contending for victory 
in a contest of skill. 


The popularity of Sir Thomas Lipton in the United 


States has been well earned by his conduct in the 
face of past defeats and his persistence in striving 
for the goal on which his heart is set. He is the 
second noted British sportsman to visit this country 
during the present year. Only a short time ago the 
Earl of Derby came over to witness the famous Ken- 
tucky horscracing classic which bears his family 
name. The American people liked his style, as they 
do that of Lipton. These two men are entitled to 
be classed with our own Lindbergh as "ambassadors 
of good will.''

What about their dole system? 


ANSWER. 


Undoubtedly Great Britain no 
longer has a monopoly of trade in 
many quarters where she once en- 
joyed it. 
Her innate commercial 
lonservatism is roughly challenged 
by keen rivals, and her capitalistic 
and industrial groups still have to 
learn that "aloofness" does not pay 
in a democratic age. But the char- 
acter of Britons has not materially 
changed. What they were in 1816, 
when their country stood at the 
peak of power; they are today. 
After Waterloo, fought in 1815, 
the nation suffered 
from a re- 
actionSry and selfish rule, which 
remained unbroken till 1832, when 
Lord Grey's reform, bill transferred 
political authority • from the land 
owners to the leaders of commerce 
and the industrial centers. The 


subsequent rise of the laborites to 
their present status followed a long 
and checkered way. 
The supremacy of the seas is a 
pre-war phrase which has no mean- 
ing if the pact of Paris is respect- 
ed by its signatory powers. India 
may cut herself adrift and attempt 
to work out her own destiny. Such 
a course will affect the white race 
as a. whole quite as much as it 
win affect Great Britain. She has 
been the foremost representative of 
our civilization in the Orient, and 
should she be bowed out there, the 
burden she has borne alone must 
be distributed. 
Egypt's nationality was rekindled 


by the freedom restored to her by 
British 
occupation. 
Before 
that 
event the fellaheen possessed no 
rights the native rulers had to re- 
spect. Read Lord Cromer's work 
on this issue. 
American financiers declare that 
London is still the clearing house 
for world trade and likely to re- 
main as such. The British working 
classes have not always acted wise- 
ly. Yet we should remember the 
inequalities 
against 
which 
they 
vain]* protested for so many years. 
The^ole is a joint provision by the 
state and industrial groups for un- 
employed labor. It has a bad side. 
But no administration could exist 
a day in the Island Kindom which 
allowed its worthy poor to starve. 
While Great Britain can produce 
statesmen like Lord Haldane -and 
Lord Grey and make her diplomacy 
a model which other powers study. 
she is not near the end you predict. 
Get Robert Bridge's latest master- 
piece in poetry. "The Testament of 
Be'auty" 
Mark the influence of 
British thinkers upon literature, 
science and art, upon the various 
philosophical schools, and also the 
hold of British theologians and 
preachers upon religion. Reflect on 
Britain's capacity to produce men 
and women of superb gifts. These 
factors should persuade you that 
the unique commonwealth of na- 
tions of which she is the titular 
head still has a tremendous part 
to play in the affairs of mankind.

Regarding Banking: Laws. 


Lincoln. Neb., Sept. 10 


To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 
I note the effort made in an editor- 
ial in another Lincoln paper of Sep- 
tember 9. to lay the blame for the 
failure of the Nebraska state banks 
on the guaranty feature of 
our 


banking law. 


If the writer will re-examine the 


address I made before the demo- 
cratic state convention, he will find 
that I stated that the real cau«es 
of the bank failures were the econ- 
omic policies of the republican na- 
tional administration. 


I further stated that the provi- 
sions of our law, relating to bank 
guaranty failed because of the im- 
proper administration of it by re- 
publican state officials. 


I pointed to the fact that since 


1920, 307 banks which included some 
national banks had failed in Ne- 
braska, and that during the same 
period there were 378 bank failures 
in Minnesota. 467 bank failures in 
the state of Ic-wa and 440 bank fail- 
ures in the state of IMorth Dakota. 
There was no guaranty of bank de- 
posits in either Minnesota, Iowa or 
North Dakota. The difference be- 
tween -bank failures in 
Nebraska 


and the bank failures in the states 
of Minnesota, Iowa and North Da- 
kota is this: In Nebraska, prior to 
the present administration, all of 
the losses in failed banks were paid 
to the depositors while in the states 
of North Dakota. Minnesota and 
Iowa, the losses in failed banks fell 
on the depositors. 


The provisicns of our 
law. relating to Euaranteeinc depos- 
its failed because of lack of proper 
supervision and proper executive ac- 
tion by those in charge of the bank- 
ing department—but the real cause 
of "the bank failures in Nebraska, 
as in other agricultural states, was 


the national policies of the republi- 
can party. 


You doubtless recall that the re- 


publican national platform in 1920 
declared in favor of deflation of the 
bank credits and under the policies 
of the republican party, they did 
deflate the credits so fast that the 
larmers were crushed under 
the 


load. 
Following this, the high and op- 


pressive tariff bills of the republi- 
can party were passed. The defla- 
tion policy of the republican party 
plus its tariff policy are two of the 
principal causes for the bank- fail- 
ures in the agricultural part of our 
country.

Bear in mind that since 1920, 
there were over 3,000 bank failures 
in ten of the leading agricultural 
states west of the Mississippi, and 
that during the same period, there 
were 26 bank failures in all of New 
England, 12 in the great state of 
New York and not a single bank 
failure in the state of New Jersey. 
Keen in mind also that there was 
no bank guaranty in any of 
the 
agricultural states except in the 
state of Nebraska.

Tucked Away On Undersea Boat; Ship Is 


Fast and" Carries Only a Pilot, But 


Will Extend Range of Vision.

by the navy to supply an "aerial 
eye'' for undersea fighters. 


It will have folding wings and 


be stowed in a watertight compart- 
ment 
flush with the 
submarine 


deck. 
The plane will be a scout, a fast 


ship carrying only a pilot and to 
be used for extending the range 
of vision of the undersea boats for 
collecting information. Though no 
submarine has been designated for 
the experiments, it is planned to 
start tests with the tiny flier as 
soon as it is completed. 
Modem types of undersea craft 


available for the construction of a 
special carrying compartment in- 
clude the V-l, 2 and 3, of 1,900 tons 
each, and the V-4, 5 and 6. of 2,660 
tons each Their width varies from 
27'= to 33^ feet. 
In the new development, which 


has been undertaken to place at 
least one airplane on every ship in 


the battle line, the navy will draw 
on experiences of seven years ago 
-when a submarine plane was built 
and tested. 
A large cylinder was built on the 


deck of the S-l, a smaller sub- 
marine than later types, for carry- 
ing the dismantled plane -which was 
assembled 
for each flight. 
The 


scheme was abandoned as unsatis- 
factory 
Instead of the cylinder, which cut 


down the submarine's underwater 
speed, it is planned in the new ex- 
periment to have a compartment 
under the deck'with its top a part 
of the deck. 
For launching, the 
submarine 


would come to the surface, the 
compartment "lid'1 opened, and the 
plane unfolded and floated on its 
pontoons when its mother ship 
submerged. 
On the return, the 
submarine 


would be partially submerged and 
the plane taxied over its compart- 
ment and carried free of the water 
when the boat rose to the surface.

In 1920. Dr. Hill discovered, 24

Museum to Exhibit 


Eel With "Trunk 


CHICAGO, Sept. 12— U. N. S.)—A 


spiny-backed eel with a "trunk" 
like an elephant is being prepared 
for exhibition at the Field Museum 
of Natural History. 
The specimen, commonly known 


as "mud eel," was acquired in the 
Ogan river in Sumatra by the 
museum's expedition into the south 
pacific. 
The fish is used as food in China, 


according to Alfred C. Wood, as- 
sistant curator. There, in the grow- 
ing of rice, it is necessary to keep 
the land flooded most .of the sea- 
son. When the water is drained off 
the Chinese farmers harvest a crop 
of fish. Among' other kinds, they 
catch large numbers of mud eels, 
which are different from ordinary 
eels in that they are flattened from 
side to side instead of being round. 
"These mud eels are interesting 


to scientists because they possess 
characteritics that 
axe generally 
supposed to belong to very differ- 
ent groups of fishes," Weed stated. 
"Down the back they are armed 


•with a row of strong, sharp spines. 
At the front of the head they bear 
the "trunk." Like ten elephant, this 
fish has its nostrllls in its trunk. 
The trunk is used as a feeler and 
is waved around in the same man- 
ner that an elephant waves its ap- 
pendge.

Eclipse of Sun WilTBe Studied

SAN FRANCISCO—OP)—A total 


eclipse of the sun, to last approxi- 
mately 80 seconds October 21, will 
draw a group of American astrono- 
mers nearly 4,000 miles to a speck 
in the Pacific called Niuafou island. 


The expedition, headed by Dr. S. 


A. Mitchell, director of the Leander 
McCormicfc observatory of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, plans to sail 
from San Francisco in September. 
The project is sponsored by the 
United States naval observatory. 


The minute and one-third when 


the light body of the sun will be 
completely shut off by the moon 
from the earth's sight will be vir- 
tually 60 times as long as the pe- 
riod of "totality" for which other 
astronomers have prepared in the 
past 
Niuafou belongs to the Tonga 


.group of islands, lying just below 
the equator. It was discovered in 
1S91. and for a time bore *he name 
of "Proby" island. 
Slightly more than three miles 


square, the island rises abruptly to 
a fairly uniform height of nearly 
SOO feet. It is of volcanic origin. 


A study of all phases of the 


eclipse is planned by the expedi- 
tion.

Bull Fighting Pay Increases, 


But Critic Sees End of Sport 


MADRID, Sept. 12—How things 


have changed in the bullfighting 
Business in fifty years may be seen 
Dy comparing the balance sheet of 
the 1930 Valencia fair with an ac- 
count of the event of 1880, recently 
reprinted 
bv the 
newspaper El 


Pueblo (of Valencia.) 


In 1880 there were three bull- 


fights, of eight bulls each, and to 
landle then two matadores were 
contracted: Salvador Sanchez, 
mown as "Frascuelo" and Rafael 
Molina, "Lagartijo " 
Shortly before the Valencia fair 
started, "Frascuelo" was hurt at 
Pamplona, and arranged for Angel 
Lopez, "Regartero" to substitute for 
lim. "Regartero" had been a great 
banderiilero. but was only a medi- 
ocre matador, and besides he was 
then 55 years old, while Lagartijo 
was 39 
In the first 
of the three bull- 


fights, Lagartijo and Regartero al- 
ternated, each killing four bulls, 
but Regartero's performance was so 
bad that the 
public 
would un- 


doubtedly riot in case he should ap- 
pear in the two other afternoons. 
Lagartijo then agreed to alone kill 
all the bulls in the two remaining 


bullfights, provided the impresarios 
would fulfill two conditions: first, 
that Regartero's reputation be pro- 
tected; second, that the honoran- 
um for the three bullfights be paid 
Regartero, just as if he were" ap- 
pearing. 


Thus it was that fifty years ago 


Lagartijo 
killed 
twenty bulls in 
three days, and for that received 
13,750 pesetas—or 4,583 pesetas for 
each appeaiance, and in two of 
these he had to do double work. 
This year there were nine con- 


secutive bullfights, not to mention 
"taurine spectacles," burlesque bull- 
fights, and other events held in the 
ring 
Here is what was paid out 
to the matadores: Marcial Lalanda 
and Vicente Barrera had five ap- 
pearances each, killing two bulls 
each time, for 12,650 pesetas (per 
appearance); 
Ernesto Torres re- 


ceived 11,150 pesetas for 
each of 


four appearances; 10,150 pesetas 
were paid to 17-year old Manoel 
Bienvenia for each of four appear- 
ances; to Cagancno and Gitanillo 
de Tnano, three fights each; Nino 
de la Palma, two fights: while Man- 
olo Martinez charged 9,150 pesetas 
for each of four appearances. The 


gate receipts of 1930 were 1,11,912 
pesetas—enough to 
pay 
all 
ex- 


penses and pay off the old debt ol 
the former impresarios. 
Another contrast between the two 


fairs fifty years apart was that very 
few noises were killed this year, 
compared to thirty-eight in the 
three fights of 1880.

Today's meeting was a field day 


for the representatives of lesser na- 
tions. Peter Munch, Danish foreign 
minister, in an address declared that 
a compromise must be reached be- 
tween the two conflicting tneories 
of disarmament before success could 
be attained in that task. 
These two theories he defined as, 


first, that an agreement be reached 
on the basis of existing armaments; 
the other is that the basis must be 
a "rational principle which does not 
merely take into account existing 
armaments. 
Minister Munch denounced the 


raising of tariffs as a grave dan- 
ger. 
"It is leading," he said, "to a 


general mistrust of the league, to 
mutual animosity between the na- 
tions and between social classes and, 
finally, to economic instability which 
merely aggravates the present eco- 
nomic crisis.' ' 


Hits "Economic Anarchy." 


The Danish statesman 
insisted 
that the "economic anarchy" pre- 
vailing in Europe must be replaced 
by a rational organization of "men 
directing the economic policy in 
various countries, who must find 
some means of meeting in an atmps- 
phere of trust and frankness with 
a view to finding remedies for this 
situation—either in t h e f o r m pro- 
posed by M. Briand or in some 
other form within the framework of 
the league."

eral Hertzog, making his first ad- 
dress before the assembly, voiced 
the belief that the league mandates 
commission's criticism of the admin- 
istration of the mandates has "been 
too extensive and will lead to fric- 
tion and ill feeling."
